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INTRODUCTION 


The  family  of  Mr.  Ali  Asghar  Antiquatchi  has  long  been  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  and  export  of  rugs.  They  are  well  known  in  Persia,  and  their 
business  has  brought  them  naturally  into  relationship  with  many  other 
branches  of  the  art  trade.  They  have  thus  been  able  to  bring  together  a 
valuable  collection  of  Persian  art. 

The  objects  offered  in  this  catalogue  represent  a part  of  that  collection. 
A study  of  the  catalogue  and  of  the  exhibition  will  reveal  that  it  is  a collec- 
tion based  on  knowledge  and  on  good  taste.  There  are  pieces  to  delight 
collectors.  There  are  many  objects  that  will  appeal  to  those  who  do  not  pre- 
tend to  great  connoisseurship  but  who  desire  decoration  of  authenticity 
and  good  quality  for  the  embellishment  of  their  homes. 

Of  particular  interest  are  the  fine  Persian  and  Indian  miniatures,  the 
manuscripts  and  bookbindings.  A well-chosen  miniature  offers  an  endless 
and  never-stale  delight,  and  among  the  many  offered  here  are  charming 
specimens  of  great  decorative  value.  The  manuscripts  include  two  im- 
portant copies  of  the  Shahnameh,  or  Book  of  Kings,  with  numerous  fine 
miniatures.  A sixteenth  century  manuscript  of  the  Koran  (Number  245  of 
the  catalogue)  is  a little  masterpiece  of  Oriental  book  art,  with  beautiful 
stencilled  borders  of  charming  delicate  designs  in  infinite  variety. 

The  painted  panels  and  palace  doors  form  an  unusual  ensemble.  We 
possess  all  too  little  knowledge  of  Oriental  interiors  of  the  past.  These 
panels  show  what  treasures  of  tasteful  decoration  may  be  hidden  behind 
the  inconspicuous  walls  of  Persian  houses.  Gay  and  modern  in  coloring 
and  spirit,  they  will  easily  find  themselves  at  home  in  American  interiors. 

Among  the  textiles  are  many  interesting  and  adaptable  pieces.  The 
curious  and  beautiful  turban  veils  worn  by  the  Guebri,  or  fire-worshippers, 
have  association  with  perhaps  the  most  ancient  religion  that  is  still  alive 
at  the  present  day.  To  praise  the  beauty  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
century  Persian  brocades  would  be  superfluous. 

The  rugs,  as  might  be  expected,  are  good  specimens  in  demanded  sizes. 
The  fine  old  Veramin  and  two  charming  Joshegan  rugs  deserve  especial 
mention.
